NI  members  invited  to  join  in  a European  Project 

Are  you  a general  collector  of  European  coins  c.  AD  750-1700?  Do  you  like  buying 
unattributed  pieces  and  identifying  them  yourself?  If  so,  you  are  probably  - like  me 
frustrated  to  find  that  the  reference  works  you  need  are  antiquarian  books  rarely  found 
in  a public  library,  and  beyond  your  pocket  on  the  rare  occasions  when  they  do  come 
up  for  sale  on  the  open  market.  Even  modern  reprints  of  them  tend  to  be  more 
expensive  that  the  coins  you  want  to  identify  - and  to  be  too  detailed  for  your  needs. 

A dedicated  specialist  in  medieval  French  coins  may  be  able  to  afford  his  copy  of 
Poey  d’Avant’s  book,  for  example,  but  the  general  collector  can  rarely  afford  a Poey 
d’Avant  for  French,  a Schlumberger  for  the  Latin  Orient,  a Spahr  for  Sicily,  etc.,  etc. 

Then  there’s  language.  So  many  of  these  books  are  not  in  English.  I suspect  that 
most  folk  are  like  me:  they  get  by  in  French,  say,  but  struggle,  dictionary  in  hand, 
with  German,  and  are  hopelessly  lost  in  Polish  or  Danish.  Language  is  a problem. 

Another  difficulty  is  highlighted  by  Engel  and  Serrure’s  books.  They  do  cover 
Europe  generally;  being  in  French  most  of  us  can  get  by,  language-wise;  but  how  one 
wishes  they  had  used  more  line  drawings  of  coins.  Likewise  for  Josef  Neumann’s 
magnum  opus  in  German.  In  numismatics,  as  elsewhere,  a picture  is  worth  a 
thousand  words. 

Granted  that  a detailed  reference  work  on  European  coins  generally,  fully  illustrated, 
would  barely  fit  into  a wheelbarrow,  I do  think  it  would  be  possible  to  compile  an 
extremely  effective  catalogue  of  commoner  types  of  great  use  to  the  general  collector 
without  it  being  of  monstrous  proportions.  I say  this  because  one  of  my  most 
effective  investigative  tools  is  an  old  German  auction  catalogue.  Using  its  thirty  or 
so  plates  I was  able  to  identify  over  half  of  a bag  of  mixed  European  coins  I had 
bought.  Impressed  with  this,  it  occurred  to  me  that  other  collectors  - enthusiastic 
amateurs  like  myself  - might  have  their  own  equivalent  of  my  trusty  auction 
catalogue.  Like  me,  they  will  own  or  have  access  to  a few  reference  books,  but  not 
as  many  as  they  would  like.  It  occurred  to  me,  therefore,  that  with  a group  of  people, 
one  person  could  maybe  plug  the  gaps  in  another’s  "data-base",  and  between  us  we 
could  set  up  a useful  information  exchange  which  might  even  lead  to  the  manuscript 
for  a reference  catalogue  of  the  commoner  European  coins  likely  to  be  encountered 
by  the  general  collector.

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Seeking  information  on  "Kaiser  der  Franzosen”  pieces. 


I have  a query  prompted  by  R.  R.  Kutcher’s  item  (Vol.  27,  No.  1,  p.  19)  on  privately 
struck  coins  that  represent  Napoleon  III  as  "Kaiser  der  Franzosen."  I have  a copper- 
alloy  jeton  with  a right-facing,  laurel-crowned  portrait  of  "L.  Napoleon,  Kaiser  der  F." 
The  reverse  design  consists  simply  of  the  word  "jeton"  encircled  by  a wreath.  I have 
seen  other,  presumably  satirical,  pieces  depicting  Louis  Napoleon  in  a Prussian  spiked 
helmet,  so  I have  always  assumed  my  jeton  to  be  satirical;  however,  I don’t  really 
know.  I’m  curious  to  know  more  about  my  jeton  and  other  similar  pieces.  Perhaps 
Mr.  Kutcher  or  someone  else  can  satisfy  my  curiosity.

NUMISMATIC  EXTRACTS  FROM  SELECTED  LITERATURES 

"During  the  short-lived  Ch’in  dynasty  the  round  coin  was  called  pan-liang  and 
weighed  probably  12  shu,  i.e.,  half  an  ounce.  Han  Kao-tsu  (202-195)  abolished  it  as 
being  too  heavy  and  relaxed  also  the  state  monopoly  of  coinage,  as  being  too  closely 
connected  with  the  totalitarian  principles  of  the  fallen  dynasty;  private  minting  was 
allowed  and  coins  sharply  decreased  in  weight.  Shortly  afterwards  various  measures 
had  to  be  taken  in  order  to  increase  the  weight  of  coins;  in  175  B.C.  Wen-ti  issued 
a pan-liang  coin  of  4 shu.  The  heavy  expenditure  for  the  Hsiung-nu  wars  necessitated 
other  arrangements  and  in  118  a coin  of  5 shu  was  issued,  the  legend  of  which  also 
indicated  its  actual  weight.  After  113  minting  became  once  more  a government 
monopoly  and  this  state  coin  proved  to  be  very  practical  in  use.  The  new  currency 
was  stable  and  lasted  in  use  till  the  end  of  the  dynasty  and  beyond."

THE  SNAPHAAN  - 

A Precursor  of  the  Netherlands  Schellings 


Klaus  Persing,  Halle-Neustadt,  Germany,  NI  # 202 

Charles  d’Egmond  (Karel  van  Egmond),  Duke  of  Geulders  (1492-1538),  introduced 
several  new  gold  and  silver  coins.  One  new  silver  coin  was  the  Snaphaan,  first  struck 
in  1509.  The  riding  Duke  on  the  obverse  was  described  in  the  slang  of  the  mob  as 
"riding  street-pirate"  (in  Dutch  - snaphaan).  It  was  in  this  way  that  the  coin  received 
the  name  Snaphaan.  The  Snaphaan  had  a value  of  6 stuivers  in  Guelders.  The  weight 
was  6.65  g,  of  which  was  3.33  g silver  (in  1582).

The  obverse  (Figure  1)  shows  the  cuirassed  Duke  riding  to  the  right  with  the 
inscription  around,  beneath  * GEL  *.  On  the  reverse  is  the  lion  arms  of  Guelders  and 
Zutphen  next  to  each  other  on  an  ornate  cross.

The  Snaphaan  was  also  struck  in  Nijmegen,  ’s-Heerenberg,  Marck,  and  Luik,  and  then 
also  as  S naphaanschelling  in  the  Northern  Netherlands  Provinces  of  Utrecht 
(1582,1585),  Friesland  (1582-1623)  (Figure  2),  Zwolle  (1598)  and  Zutphen  (1604). 
The  obverse  in  Figure  2 shows  the  cuirassed  rider  to  the  left,  beneath  1585, 
inscription  around,  and  on  the  reverse  the  arms  of  Friesland  on  an  ornate  cross.  This 
coin  type  was  struck  again  from  1673-1692  under  the  name  staatenschelling.

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A MEDAL  FROM  THE  SPANISH  CIVIL  WAR

The  Spanish  Civil  War  was  not  just  a war  fought  by  Insurgents  (Nationalists)  against 
Loyalists  (Republicans),  but  a war  of  organized  groups:  of  anarchist  labor  unions, 
communist  political  parties,  socialist  organizations,  fascist  para-military  clubs,  Carlist 
militia,  and  Catalonian  and  Basque  nationalists.  Posters,  books,  movies,  records,  and 
pamphlets  were  abundant.  Some  organizations  even  issued  their  own  uniforms. 
Undoubtedly,  many  military  awards  issued  during  the  War  were  types  carried  over 
from  earlier  times,  monarchial  or  republican.  But  at  least  some  groups  did  issue 
medals,  either  as  commemoratives,  awards,  or  as  badges  of  identification. 

On  the  Nationalist  side,  for  instance,  there 
were  the  Carlists.  The  Carlist  requet6s 
(militia  men)  had  their  own  distinctive 
uniform,  consisting  of  a red  beret  and  a 
white  tunic.  On  the  breast  of  their  tunic 
they  wore  a large  medallion,  of  about  80 
millimeters.  This  badge  is  heart-shaped 
and  enameled  in  white,  with  a colored 
border  and  central  design.  The  design  is 
a cross  above  a broken  heart.  The  Sacred 
Heart  medallions  of  the  Carlists  were 
nicknamed  "bullet-stoppers." 

From  the  Republican  side,  I know  of  a 
medal  issued  by  the  UGT,  the  Union 
General  de  Trabaj  adores  (General 
Worker’s  Union),  the  socialist  labor  union. 
This  37  millimeter  medal,  with  attached 
ring,  is  struck  in  base  metal  that  has  been  chrome  plated.  The  obverse  shows  in  very 
high  relief  an  almost  facing  portrait  bust  of  Pablo  Iglesias  Posse  (1850-1925),  the 

a 


founder  of  the  UGT  and  the  father  of  the  Spanish  socialist  movement.  The  reverse 
has  the  letters  UGT  above  clasped  hands,  all  in  a very  modern  style.  The  letters  UGT 
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are  inset  with  red  enamel.  This  medal  is  not  dated,  but  the  style  of  its  reverse  makes 
it  almost  certain  that  it  was  struck  during  the  War.  It  certainly  could  not  have  been 
struck  later,  as  the  UGT  was  outlawed  immediately  with  the  Nationalist  victory. 

Undoubtedly,  there  must  have  existed  medals  from  various  organizations  issued  during 
the  War.  Many  issues  of  the  Republican  side  must  have  been  lost,  hidden,  or 
intentionally  thrown  away  or  destroyed,  during  the  years  of  persecution  that  followed. 
Certainly,  no  one  in  Spain  during  the  Franco  years  would  have  wished  to  be  found 
with  a medal  of  the  PCE,  the  FAI,  the  CNT,  or  the  UGT.  For  infractions  far  more 
innocent  that  displaying  a UGT  medal,  people  were  known  to  have  been  imprisoned 
and  even  shot.

NUMISMATIC  EXTRACTS  FROM  SELECTED  LITERATURE 

"Barter  implies  that  the  two  parties  have  a reciprocal  need  for  merchandise,  the  value 
of  which  was  determined  by  the  extent  of  their  demand.  Eventually,  however,  metal 
became  a third  commodity  of  determinate  value  within  each  transaction.  It  was  the 
easiest  commodity  to  sell,  being  accepted  by  everyone;  it  was  divisible  with  precision 
into  any  fraction  one  wishes,  it  could  be  conserved  without  difficulty  and  was  of 
limited  weight.  Here  too  many  systems  gradually  evolved,  more  or  less  independently 
of  each  other.  But  one  of  the  first  stages  consisted  in  fixing  the  weight  and  quantity 
of  metal  required  for  the  purchases  of  a commodity,  whether  in  gold,  electrum,  silver, 
or  bronze."

TIBETAN  PATTERNS  OF  THE  YEAR  1951 

Wolfgang  Bertsch,  Darmstadt,  Germany,  NI  # 2067 


Three  hitherto  unknown  patterns  were  illustrated  in  a booklet  published  by  the 
Institute  of  Finance  of  the  People’s  Bank  of  China  (Lhasa  Branch)  (1).  Since  this 
booklet  in  Chinese  language  is  not  available  in  the  West,  it  is  worthwhile  publishing 
these  interesting  Tibetan  coins  in  a western  numismatic  journal. 


Fig.  1.  Silver  Pattern  of  a 50  Srang  Coin 
Weight:  26  g.  Diameter:  34.65  mm.  Thickness:  3 mm 

Fig.  1 illustrates  a dollar  size  silver  coin  of  50  Srang.  The  obverse  shows  the  usual 
snow  lion  design  with  three  mountains  and  above  moon  and  sun  (2)  similar  to  the 
design  of  the  well  known  5 Sho  copper  coin  (Y-28).  Above  we  find  the  legend 
known  from  any  other  Tibetan  coins:  "dGa-ldan-pho-brah-phyogs-las-mam-rgyal". 
This  is  translated  as  "The  Gaden  Palace,  victorious  in  all  directions"  and  refers  to  the 
former  residence  of  the  Dalai  Lamas  in  the  Drepung  monastery  and  also  has  the 
figurative  meaning  "Government  of  Tibet"  (3).  Below,  the  denomination  is  indicated 
as  "dnul-sran-lna-bchu-tam-pa"  which  means  "fifty  silver  srang".  The  reverse 
probably  represents  the  wheel  of  law  in  the  centre,  surrounded  by  flames,  ribbons  and 
branches  and  a lotus  below.  The  legend  above  reads:  "garis-chos-srid-gnyis-ldan-rab- 
lo-925"  (The  snow  country’s  religious  and  civil  Government  in  the  year  925  [=  1951 
A.D.]).  The  legend  below  is:  "spyi-lo  1951"  (Western  year  1951). 

N.  G.  Rhodes  published  a copper  striking  of  this  coin  obviously  produced  with  the 
same  pair  of  dies  (weight  17.3  g,  diameter  34mm)  (4). 


Fig.  2.  Silver  Pattern  of  a 25  Srang  Coin 
Weight:  13.52  g.  Diameter:  27.35  mm.  Thickness:  2.6  mm. 
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Fig.  2 shows  a 25  Srang  coin  in  silver  which  is  the  companion  piece  of  the  50  Srang 
coin  of  Fig.  1.  Its  design  and  its  legends  are  identical  to  the  ones  of  the  coin 
illustrated  as  Fig.  1.  except  for  the  legend  below  on  the  obverse  which  reads:  "dnul- 
sran-nyi-shu-tsa-lna"  (twenty  five  silver  srang).  This  issue  is  not  known  from  any 
other  source. 


Fig.  3.  Silver  Pattern  of  a 50  Srang  Coin 
Weight:  25.1  g.  Diameter:  34.6  mm.  Thickness:  3 mm. 

Yet  another  50  Srang  Pattern  in  silver  is  illustrated  as  Fig.  3,  having  about  the  same 
weight  and  size  as  the  coin  shown  in  Fig.  1.  The  famous  Potala  Palace,  somewhat 
higher  and  shorter  than  it  actually  is,  has  been  represented  beautifully  on  the  obverse. 
The  reverse  represents  the  Buddhist  wheel  of  teaching  (skr.  dharmachakra).  The 
legends  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  are  identical  to  the  ones  of  the  coin  illustrated 
as  Fig.  1.  (5) 

The  three  described  patterns  are  the  only  Tibetan  coins  which  bear  both  Tibetan  and 
Western  dates. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  "People’s  Liberation  Army"  in  Tibet  in  1951  the  markets  were 
flooded  with  Yuan  Shikai  Dollars  (Y-329)  (6)  which  are  of  good  silver  and  were 
worth  15  Srang  in  Tibetan  coin  or  paper  money.  The  Tibetan  Mint  "Grva-bzhi-las- 
khuii"  (pronounced  ’Tapchi  Lekung’)  had  plans  to  buy  huge  quantities  of  these 
Chinese  Dollars,  melt  them  down,  mix  the  silver  with  copper  and  re-mint  it  in  the 
form  of  25-  and  50-Srang  coins  and  thus  reap  a huge  profit.  The  patterns  illustrated 
above  were  designed  for  these  issues.  Between  1951  and  1952  the  mint  had  bought 
already  263,427  pieces  of  Yuan  Shikai  Dollars  at  the  rate  of  15  Srang  each.  This  fact 
and  the  above  illustrated  patterns  prove  that  the  plan  to  issue  coins  of  high 
denomination  was  already  in  a quite  advanced  stage.  But  it  seems  that  the  Tibetans 
feared  criticism  from  the  Chinese  Government  and  finally  dropped  the  plan  to  issue 
these  new  coins  (7).

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  BYZANTINE  COINAGE

NO.  76  - JOHN  II  LASCARIS  (1258-1259) 

The  premature  death  of  Theodore  II  left  the  throne  in  the  hands  of  his  young  son, 
John.  This  unfortunate  seven  year  old  was  destined  to  be  the  victim  of  his  father’s 
feud  with  the  aristocracy.  George  Muzalon,  the  boy’s  regent,  was  assassinated  shortly 
after  the  death  of  Theodore  II.  The  powerful  general  Michael  Palaeologus  took  the 
regency  and  pushed  the  boy  John  into  the  background  and  made  himself  co-emperor 
by  the  end  of  1258.  Soon  after  the  restoration  of  the  Byzantine  Empire,  and  the 
capture  of  Constantinople,  John  was  deposed  and  blinded  by  Michael  and  so  Michael 
VIII  ruled  alone. 

No  coins  for  John  II  Lascaris  have  been  identified.

THE  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  OF  POLAND  1919-1950  . By  J.  Taylor.  Re- 
print of  the  original  1952  edition.  Hardbound,  221  pages,  71  statistical  tables. 
Available  from  Dale  Seppa,  103  N.  Sixth  Avenue,  Virginia,  MN  55792.  Price  is 
$10.00  plus  $2.00  postage  (Foreign  add  $5.00  for  registry). 

Taylor’s  economic  survey  focuses  on  a thirty  year  period  in  the  ever-shifting  fortunes  of 
Poland's  long  history.  Introductory  chapters  on  the  historical,  geographical,  and 
demographic  background  serve,  however,  to  broaden  this  work's  scope  considerably. 
From  Poland's  medieval  days  of  glory,  through  the  no  less  than  five  partitionings  she 
underwent,  largely  at  the  hands  of  Austrian,  Prussian,  and  Russian  aggressors,  author 
Taylor  shows  that  the  country's  woes  have  always  been  of  a cyclical  nature. 

Poland's  geographical  location  relative  to  the  great  European  powers  and  lack  of 
defendable  fronteirs  have  been  among  the  causes  for  her  many  sufferings.  While  under 
foreign  domination,  a sound  economic  infrastructure  could  never  be  developed,  as 
Poland  became  a mere  granary  and  source  of  raw  materials.  This  was  especially  so 
during  the  18th  century,  the  age  of  mercantilism. 

While  enjoying  some  degree  of  autonomy,  if  not  independence,  during  the  19th 
century,  great  strides  were  made  towards  "connecting"  the  primarily  agricultural  econ- 
omy to  potential  industrial  growth,  which  had  as  its  model  the  extensive  mining  and 
smelting  operations  of  the  1600s.  Indeed,  Poland  has  never  lacked  minerals,  forests,  or 
the  required  human  resources.  Still,  no  real  industrial  base  was  established,  and 
overpopulation,  as  in  Ireland,  was  only  partially  ameliorated  through  large-scale  immi- 
gration to  Brazil,  Canada,  and  the  United  States. 

In  1919,  even  this  safety  valve  was  largely  closed,  just  as  Poland  had  regained 
nationhood.  Despite  the  massive  destruction  of  the  First  World  War  and  near  economic 
collapse  during  the  worldwide  depression  of  the  1930s,  it  was  the  period  of  1919-1939 
which  the  author  cites  as  the  only  era  of  true  economic  expansion  and  consolidation 
which  was  to  be  granted  the  country.  Although  sadly  lacking  in  capital,  Poland  finally 
began  to  make  rapid  strides,  as  good  roads  and  a sensible  rail  network,  to  say  nothing  of 
extensive  social  legislation,  brought  standards  and  trade  volume  up  to  par  with  much  of 
Europe.  Despite  the  massive  expenditures,  care  was  taken  to  keep  the  country  on  a 
sound,  fiscally  conservative,  financial  footing.  For  perhaps  the  first  and  only  time, 
good  leadership,  coupled  with  sound  monetary  and  banking  practices,  was  the  rule. 

As  the  author  puts  it:  "It  is  scarcely  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  Poland  passed  straight 
from  the  conditions  of  an  eighteenth  century  rural  economy  to  face  the  economic 
conditions  of  twentieth  century  industry  and  commercial  competition." 

It  is  the  author's  contention  that  Poland  was  well  on  the  way  to  accomplishing  just  this 
feat  when  it  was  overrun  and  partitioned  twice  more,  first  by  Hitler  and  Stalin  in  1939 
and  again,  in  an  only  slightly  more  subtle  fashion,  by  the  Soviet  Union  following  the 
Second  World  War.  Although  Taylor  clearly  places  most  of  the  blame  with  the 
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totalitarian  aggressors,  he  does  not  discount  the  virtual  "sellout"  on  the  part  of  the  Allies 
at  Yalta  and  Potsdam,  as  Poland  having  undergone  nearly  total  destruction  during  the 
war,  was  once  again  allowed  to  fall  under  the  yoke  of  foreign  domination,  this  time  in 
ideological  terms  as  well. 

Despite  these  misfortunes  of  war  and  Soviet  satellite  status,  the  author  is  careful  to  admit 
that  the  economy  as  of  1950  (where  this  analysis  ends)  had  been  largely  restored  to  pre- 
war levels,  although  on  a somewhat  smaller  base  of  territory  and  population.  But  even 
this  "recovery"  was  mainly  a result  of  losing  the  least  developed,  eastward  provinces  to 
the  Soviets,  while  regaining  far  more  advanced  areas  such  as  Danzig  and  Silesia  at  the 
expense  of  the  defeated  Third  Reich. 

In  the  1990s  following  Poland's  complete  independence  and  with  territorial  integrity 
assured  both  from  Germany  and  the  East,  we  would  do  well  to  review  her  present 
situation  in  light  of  the  cyclical  nature  of  her  past,  tumultuous  and  fragmented  as  it  has 
been.  This  work  provides  an  excellent  capsule  analysis  of  modem  Poland's  most  crucial 
decades.  This  makes  it  a good  starting  point  for  those  interested  in  her  history  and 
economy  as  natural  corollaries  of  Polish  numismatics.

Las  Monedas  Obsidionales  Hispano-Americanas.  By  Jose  Toribio  Medina.  Facsim- 
ile edition  of  the  1919  original.  Edited  by  Paul  Karon  and  Jorge  Ortiz-Murias.  San 
Juan,  239  pages,  illustrated.  Only  450  numbered  copies  printed,  in  Spanish,  with 
bilingual  prologue.  Available  from  Dale  Seppa,  103  N.  Sixth  Avenue,  Virginia,  MN 
55792.  Price  is  $35.00  plus  $2.00  postage  (Foreign  add  $5.00). 

This  affordable  second  edition  of  the  practically  unobtainable  1919  classic  has  a number 
of  advantages  over  the  original.  It  is  on  glossy  durable  stock  with  excellent  retouched 
halftone  photographs.  I have  heard  some  opinion  that  the  reprinted  photographs  are 
superior  to  the  original  photographs.  Yet,  with  its  art  nouveau  vignettes,  it  retains  the 
quaint  charm  of  an  antiquarian  work.  An  excellent,  bilingual  prologue  by  the  editors 
rounds  out  these  up-to-date  touches,  but  nothing  was  needed  to  upgrade  the  inimitable 
writing  of  the  great  Chilean  author  Jose  Toribio  Medina.  Medina  spent  many  a long  year 
researching  in  libraries,  museums,  and  government  archives  throughout  Latin  America 
and  Europe,  all  the  while  adding  to  his  own  collection,  upon  which  the  book  is  based. 

Medina  points  out  that  siege  pieces  and  all  those  struck  under  emergency  wartime 
conditions  (this  compromises  his  expanded  definition  of  "monedas  obsidionales")  are  of 
three  categories:  those  which  exist,  but  for  which  no  documentation  can  be  found;  those 
which  should  exist  according  to  documents,  but  whose  physical  whereabouts  has  yet  to 
be  confirmed;  and  those  for  which  actual  documentation  and  actual  examples  are  extant. 
All  three  categories  are  discussed,  in  alphabetical  order,  by  city.  Each  city  is,  in  effect, 
a chapter,  with  chapters  ranging  from  Araucania  in  Chile  to  Zimapan  in  Mexico.  There 
is  a final  chapter  on  pieces  of  as  yet  undetermined  provenance. 
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The  author's  contribution  to  numismatics  is  amazing,  particularly  considering  travel  and 
research  conditions  in  Latin  America  prior  to  1919.  During  that  period  a number  of  Latin 
America  capitals  were  served  by  no  real  roads,  and  at  times  travel  involved  vertical 
climbs  of  several  miles  (Some  approaches  to  Bogota,  for  example,  were,  in  the  rainy 
season,  only  accessible  by  human  carriers  well  into  this  present  century).  Medina  found 
the  coins,  found  the  documents  to  support  their  existence,  and  then  wrote  up  these 
"connections"  in  beautiful,  easy  to  follow  prose  style.  In  some  cases,  as  he  readily 
admits,  the  process  more  nearly  resembled  informed,  creative  conjecture.  I believe  that 
I have  heard  that  Medina  also  printed  the  books  himself.  The  results  of  that  "cradle  to 
grave"  numismatic  endeavour  are  today  more  fascinating  than  ever. 

Why  more  fascinating  than  ever?  Put  simply,  in  the  70  odd  years  which  have  elapsed, 
the  new  knowledge  which  has  emerged,  ever  so  slowly,  one  piece,  one  fact,  one 
connecting  idea  at  a time,  is  minimal  in  relation  to  Medina's  original  work.  A piece  at  a 
time,  seldom  more,  and  with  years  of  waiting,  searching,  and  communicating  with  other 
researchers  between  each  new  discovery.  Compared  to  Medina's  239  pages  produced 
from  start  to  finish  in  a few  short  years,  all  the  efforts  of  all  of  the  modem  researchers 
would  probably  add  less  than  fifty  pages  to  Medina's  original  work. 


Let  one  example  suffice  for  many.  It  is  not  until  a researcher  of  the  calibre  of  a Freeman 
Craig,  with  decades  of  experience  and  study,  finally  identifies  the  actual  coin  which 
Medina  postulated  for  Barinas  (in  modem  day  Venezuela)  from  the  memoirs  of  General 
O'Leary,  a hero  of  the  Wars  of  Independence,  that  we  realize  the  full  scope  of  Medina’s 
accomplishment. 

Medina's  was  a lonely  struggle,  to  uncover  the  historical  roots  of  Spanish  America's 
cultural  patrimony,  and  his  success  continues  to  grow  with  fresh  discoveries  that 
emphasize  the  quanity  and  quality  of  his  work.  It  is  doubtful,  even  in  our  computer  age, 
if  one  person  will  ever  again  accomplish  so  much.  As  such,  he  can  rightly  be  considered 
as  the  Grandfather  of  Latin  American  numismatics.  Those  collectors  who  can  read 
Spanish  are  in  for  the  treat  of  their  lives,  and  even  those  who  cannot  will  recognize  many 
a mysterious  piece  from  their  collections,  and  be  able  to  attribute  it  at  last.  At  least  both 
the  treat  and  the  new  identifications  were  this  reviewer's  experience. 

As  the  editors  state:  "We  find  it  incredible  that  this  one  man  was  able  to  research  and 
write  so  much. . . . During  a period  of  approximately  fifty  years  Medina  produced  438 
volumes  on  history,  geography,  archaeology,  ethnography,  folklore,  cartography,  lin- 
guistics and  numismatics.  ...  To  this  day  his  works  are  still  considered  the  ultimate 
source  of  authority  in  several  areas."  The  conditions  which  produced  the  Independence 
Movement  throughout  Latin  America,  and  the  resultant  obsidional  coinage,  were  just 
one  of  these  areas.  And  for  those  of  us  interested  in  this  field  today,  from  Morelos 
Counterstamps  to  Julius  Popper's  gold  pieces  of  Patagonia,  there  is  no  better  place  to 
start. 


The  reprint  has  but  one  irritating  fault.  The  quality  of  the  cover  ink  or  its  compatibility 
with  the  cover  stock  was  abominable.  This  leads  to  shipping  scuffs  on  the  covers.  We 
are  accustomed  to  this  with  books  from  Latin  America  and  it  certainly  does  not  detract 
from  the  excellence  of  the  contents.  But  coming  from  a printer/publisher  in  the  United 
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States,  where  there  is  an  unlimited  supply  of  suitable  cover  stock  and  high  quality  ink, 
it  must  be  frowned  upon.  It  is  ludicrous  when  compared  with  the  excellent  printing  of 
the  pages  and  the  high  quality  of  the  reproduced  photographs.  The  printer  should  review 
some  of  the  not-so-recent  advances  in  cover  lamination  or  the  low  cost  protective  plastics 
or  varnishes  which  can  be  applied  during  the  printing  process.
